CHICAGO, July 31.—While another 
attempt to solve the wheat problem 
was begun by a joint committee of 
the wheat council and the chamber 
of Commerce of the United States 
named 
here 
yesterday, 
heads of 
twenty western railroads refused a 
request of w'estern grain shippers for 
a temporary reduction of 25 per cent 
in freight rates bn export grain and 
flour and one board of trade spokes­ 
man suggested closing of the ex­ 
change for sixty or ninety days as an 
object lesson to critics of the board 
if the federal trade commission and 
department 
of 
agriculture 
would 
sanction it.” 
Proposals to close the grain pit 
came as a result of the federal trade 
commission’s report on operations of 
grain exports, which, while it said 
the slump in price w'as not due to 
speculation or manipulation recom­ 
mended certain restrictions for the 
exchange w’hich officials termed bur­ 
densome and unnecessary. 
Joseph P. Griffin, former president 
of the exchange and advocate of clos­ 
ing the grain pit, declared that “such 
an object 
lesson, 
in my 
opinion, 
would be disastrous, and farm pro­ 
ducts with exchange operations sus­ 
pended would find a market by mak­ 
ing a door-to-door canvas. 
On the

j a1 college are open only to those stu­ 
dents who are unable to attend other 
colleges. 
Located upon 510 acres of land at 
Siloam Springs, the Brown College 
established in 1919 offers a general 
academic course and trade courses 
free of charge to worthy students. 
The school now has a capacity enroll­ 
ment of 230 students and its popular­ 
ity is proven. 
Last year 2500 appli­ 
cations for admission were refused 
because the capacity of the school 
was not sufficient 
to accomodate 
! them. 
* 
John 
E. 
Brown, 
president 
and 
founder of the institution, 44 years 
old, was born and ieared near Rog­ 
ers, Ark. He spent his boyhood days 
working in the mine and because of 
financial limitations was unable to 
secure a thorough 
education. 
For 
many years he dreamed of an educa­ 
tional institution which would afford 
opportunities for the poor boy. 
He 
became interested in religion 
and 
took up evangelism. 
In later years 
as one of the famed evangelists of 
the country he started the John E. 
Brown College 
by deeding 
an 
80 
acre tract of land as a site for the 
school and erected upon it a $5,000 
building for administration and class­ 
es. The school was opened with an 
enrollment of 35. 
The student in the Brown College 
receives his education at no cost to 
him whatever. 
The 
institution 
is 
maintained entirely by students with 
the exception of a few paid profes­ 
sors. 
Students “earn” their educa­ 
tion by doing the work about the 
school for four hours each day, and 
the remainder of the time he spends 
in classes. 
During the short time of Us ex­ 
istence the school has grown to an 
institution which is unable to accom­ 
odate applications 
for 
enrollment, 
and possesses a plant valued at ap­ 
proximately one half million dollars. 
From the products of its industries 
is received a self supporting fund and 
additional expense is eliminated by 
student work. In the kitchen, stu­ 
dents prepare and serve the food. A 
laundry is operated by students, and 
the girls assume the duties of house­ 
keepers 
in 
the 
dormitories. 
The 
school maintains a fully 
equipped 
garage which has the agency for 
three makes of automobiles. A great 
part of the 510 acres belonging to 
the school is farmed by the agricul­ 
ture students. 
Revenue is derived 
from the sale of farm products, and 
a successful dairy business is carried 
on with sixty head of pure bred cat­ 
tle. 
The school operates a printing 
plant which last year printed seven 
publications with an aggregate cir­ 
culation of 1,200,000 copies. There is 
also a mechanical department, and 
training 
is given 
in 
bricklaying, 
plumbing, carpentering, and other in­ 
dustries. 
There are three buildings now on 
the campus, all of them constructed 
by student labor and a fourth build­ 
ing is now under construction. Only 
recently a new brick boys dormitory 
was completed. The new California 
Building, now under construction by 
a hired contractor assisted by stu­ 
dents estimated to cost $125,000 will 
be a girls dormitory. It will be pos­ 
sible, through the use 
of 
student 
labor and taking advantage of favors 
extended the 
school 
by 
business 
firms to construct the building 
for 
$65,0<}D. 
The funds for the erection 
of this building have been donated 
almost entirely by people trora the 
State of California. The larger part 
of the enrollment is composed of Cal­ 
ifornia students. It is planned to op­ 
erate this building during the sum­ 
mer months as a resort hotel. Pres­ 
ent plans also call for the erection 
of a new administration building in 
the near future. 
In class work 
the school offers 
courses from the seventh grade in;

KANSAS CITY, July 31.—Business 
in general in the tenth federal re­ 
serve district was maintained at a 
higher level in the first half of 1923 
than in the corresponding pariod last 
year, the volume in many lines sur­ 
passing previous high 
records, 
de­ 
clares the monthly review issued last 
nigh thy the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Kanzas City. 
The tenth district 
comprises, Missouri, Kansas, 
Okla­ 
homa, Nebraska, Colorado and Wyo­ 
ming. 
Although the reports of w ho lesale 
and retail houses reflect an unusual 
degree of caution in buying, the re­ 
view states, it is evident that trade 
in June and throughout the half year 
was at a higher level than in the cor­ 
responding periods in 1922. 
W ith crop prospects improved, the 
outloog for fall and winter trade is 
described as good. 
“The 1923 w heat crop, while less 
than last year, is considered ade­ 
quate for m arket requirements, gen­ 
erally of good quality, and is now 
moving through m arket channels in 
fair volume at prices belowr those a 
year ago;” says the report. “All grow­ 
ing crops were reported greatly bene­ 
fited by the abundant rains of May 
and June, so that the official July 
forecasts were for an unusually good 
all-round year of 
agricultural 
pro­ 
duction and more widely diversified 
than for several years. 
Movements of livestock from farms 
and ranges have in most instances 
broken previous records for the first 
half of a year, reflecting an increase 
in production of animals for meat, ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
review. 
While 
prices are down compared with those 
prevailing since the world war, 
the 
livestock industry is reported in gen­ 
erally good condition. 
Reports from the 
leading 
indus­ 
tries of the district, such as mining, 
petroleum production and 
refining, 
flour 
milling, 
meat 
packing 
and 
many lines 
of 
manufacturing, 
are 
said to reflect exceptionally 
heavy 
operations. 
Building operations during the first 
half of the year 
were the largest 
for any six months period, the report 
states. 
The figures for cities of the 
district show* an increase of 14.5 per 
cent in the num ber of buildings and 
an increase of 31.3 per cent in esti­ 
mated cost of construction over the 
first six months of 1922.
